Citations and explanations 

DE-A-19527199 (Dl) , which is cited in the 
application, is the closest prior art and discloses 
a method and a device for correcting longitudinal 
register, as per the features of claims 1 and 6, 
respectively . 

Claims 1 and 6 differ therefrom essentially by 
virtue of a control arrangement, which during the 
correction procedure takes into account the actual 
printing line at the circumference of the cylinders 
directly involved in the printing and determines 
correction values based on the relative position of 
the cylinders and the angle between the connecting 
line of the rotational axes of the cylinders and an 
axis along which the position adjustment is made, 

Claims 1 and 6 are thus novel. 

As a result of the measures taken in claims 1 and 6, 
the continuous monitoring of the printed image 
described in Dl and the outlay associated therewith 
can be avoided. 

The searched prior art documents do not, either 
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alone or in combination, suggest using the features 
of claims 1 and 6 for the stated purpose. 

Claims 1 and 6 therefore involve an inventive step 
and, together with the advantageous developments in 
dependent claims 2 to 5, meet the requirements of 
PCT Article 33(1) to (4). 
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
